AN ACT

CONCERNING THE REPAYMENT OF CASH FUNDS FROM WHICH MONEY WAS TRANSFERRED IN 2020
FOR THE PURPOSE OF AUGMENTING THE GENERAL FUND.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Colorado:

SECTION 1. In Colorado Revised Statutes, 25-1.5-208, amend (4)(c) as
follows:

25-1.5-208. Grant program for public water systems and domestic
wastewater treatment works - small communities water and wastewater grant
fund - rules - repeal. (4) (c) (I) Notwithstanding subsection (4)(a) of this section,
on June 30, 2020, the state treasurer shall transfer five million six hundred thousand
dollars from the small communities water and wastewater grant fund to the general
fund.

(I) O~ Jury 1, 2021, THE STATE TREASURER SHALL TRANSFER FIVE MILLION
DOLLARS FROM THE GENERAL FUND TO THE SMALL COMMUNITIES WATER AND
WASTEWATER GRANT FUND.

(IIT) THIS SUBSECTION (4)(c) IS REPEALED, EFFECTIVE JULY 1,2022.
SECTION 2. In Colorado Revised Statutes, 33-14.5-106, amend (4) as follows:

33-14.5-106. Off-highway vehicle recreation fund - creation - use of money
- repeal. (4) (a) Notwithstanding subsection (1) of this section, on June 30, 2020,
the state treasurer shall transfer five million dollars from the off-highway vehicle
recreation fund to the general fund.

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(b) On JuLy 1, 2021, THE STATE TREASURER SHALL TRANSFER FIVE MILLION
DOLLARS FROM THE GENERAL FUND TO THE OFF-HIGHWAY VEHICLE RECREATION
FUND.

(c) THIS SUBSECTION (4) IS REPEALED, EFFECTIVE JULY 1,2022.

SECTION 3. Safety clause. The general assembly hereby finds, determines, and
declares that this act is necessary for the immediate preservation of the public peace,
health, or safety.
